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THIRD ROUND OF BROWNFIELD SITE ASSESSMENT GRANTS AWARDED
Governor McCallum and the DNR announced the third round of awards for
the Brownfield Site Assessment Grant (SAG) Program on Tuesday, March
26. DNR will fund 54 grants for 37 local governments, providing
approximately $1.7 million in SAG funds. Small grants (up to $30,000)
make up 48 of the awards, while 6 are large grants (between $30,000 and
$100,000). SAG grants help local governments conduct initial
activities and investigations of known or suspected contaminated
properties. If a local government does not own the site, it must have
access to carry out grant activities. SAG grants fund Phase I and Phase
II Environmental Site Assessments, site investigations, building
demolition and associated asbestos removal, removal of abandoned
containers and removal of underground storage tanks (USTs). The newly
approved grants and other information are on the DNR's SAG web page
(see "2002 SAG Highlights") at:

DISCHARGE REPORTING
Discharges to the environment typically are identified in two different
manners: observable incidents or analysis of data. Observable spill
incidents, such as transportation or industrial accidents, must always
be reported immediately by telephone or in person. Use the 24-hour
statewide spill reporting hotline (1-800-943-0003). For discharges
that are identified through laboratory analysis, the responsible person
must also report immediately, but can use a different method. The
easiest way to report non-emergency discharges immediately is to
complete and fax the Hazardous Substance Release Fax Notification Form,
DNR Form 4400-225, as soon as laboratory data is received.

summary lab report should be faxed along with the form. Do not wait to
write up a report before reporting the discharge, your report may
follow later. There are no trigger levels for discharge reporting
other than the de minimus exemptions in NR 706.07(2). De minimus spill
quantities must be cleaned up, but do not have to be reported.
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
